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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-42 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
of record, either singularly or in combination, does not suggest, in combination with the 
other claim limitations, a semiconductor device comprising a first transistor having a 
semiconductor FIN formed in the trench and a second transistor having a planar 
structure integrated in a semiconductor region, wherein the upper surface of the FIN 
structure does not protrude from a principal surface of the semiconductor region, as 
disclosed in claim 23. 

The prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, also does not suggest, 
in combination with the other claim limitations, a semiconductor device comprising a first 
transistor having a semiconductor FIN formed in the trench and a second transistor 
having a planar structure integrated in a semiconductor region, the upper surface of the 
FIN, a principal surface of the semiconductor region, an upper surface of each of 
source/drain regions of the first transistor and an upper surface of each of source/drain 
regions of the second transistor are located substantially at the same level, as disclosed 
in claim 26.
